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THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY.

WHAT THEY ARE DOING AND WHAT
THEY ARE NOT DOING.

Bynopsis of the Proceedings of the Senate
and the House, in the Third Week of the
Session.

The third week of the present ses-
sion of the Legislatnre opened on the
Tthinst. The Senate was not in ses-
sion, laving taken holiday for that
day, bat got well to work on the morn-
ing following. We give below a
synopsis of the week’s work, so far as
it is of general interest:

Among the measures passed by the
Senate is the joint resolution providing
for s constitational amendment cn-
abling the Legislature to adopt the
Federal census for the apportionment
of representation. The vote was—
yeas 26, nays3. The bill to_incorpo-
rate the town of Cainhor, in Berkeley,
was the only one defeateg on a third
reading. Suators Buist and Smythe

united in saying that they found that

. the bill would give the control of the
town to the negroes and leave the
liquor question in their hands.

The following were defeated on un-
favorable reports? Bills in regard to
peremptory challenges; to prohibit the
standing aside of jurors; to abolish
the agricultural department. As to
the latter Senator Moody, its author,
moved the adoption of the unfavorable
report. He said that the House bill
to regulate the disbursement of funds
by the depsrtment answered his pur-

ose.

_ p There was cpposition to the bill to
refund to Daniel Heyward, surety fof
W. F. Colcock, ante-bellnm collector
of the port of Charleston, the amouns
of customs collections paid by him to
the State after its secession in 1860,
and after the war recovered from bim
by the United States Government.
Senator Leitner attacked it on the
ground mainly that all of us had gone
into the war and lost, and that an ex-
ception should not be made. Senators
Smythe, Earle, Youmans and Moore,
of Hampton, made strong speeches in
favor of passing the bill, as the cir-
cumstances were pecaliar, and as the
action of Mr. Colcock had been per-
formed in obedience to tbe behest of
the State throngh its Secession Con-
vention. It passed bv a vote of 18
to 11. The bill has since passed its

“ third reading. '

Among the new wmeasares introduced
in the Senate the following deserve
attention: =

By Senator Moore, of Anderson
bill to amend the Act “for the more

v development of the Columbia
Canal.” (This is intended to cairy
out the views of the econumic cancus.
1t devolves the masasement of the
work on the canal upou the superin-
tendent of the peniteniinry, instructs
him to conmect the old canal with the
new near Cemetery IHill and appro-
priates $5,000 for that purpose. The
effect of the measure would be to
abandon all the work already done and
pay $5,000 to farnish to the peniten-
tiary only that small amount of water
power which that institution had with-
out cost from the old canal before the
new one was begun.)

By Senater Patterson, concurrent
resolution that the Senators and Rep-
resentatives of the State be requested

' to ase their best efforts to secure the
repeal of the Act of Congress levyving
a tax of 10 per cent. on the circulation

- of State banks, because the Act oper-
ates injuriously to the financial interests
of the people of the State.

By .Sepator Baist, bill o exempt

‘‘certain portions of Berkeley and
Charleston counties from the opera-
tions of tbe stock law. (This was in-
trodoced at the request of citizens of
Berkeley, who have assured the Sena-
tor that the planting territory hitherto
opposed to chauge is not inclnded
in the preposed exemption, and that
the billisin the nature of & compro-
1aise.)

The following bills were reported by
different committees without recom-
mendation:+ Bill to compel the charge
of a minimum taoition fee of $40 an-
uvunally by the trustees of the State
University ; bill to repeal the Oconee
countv Prohibitory Act; bill to abolish
the rallroad commission..

The joint reslution proposing an
amendment to the Constitution givig
each county one representative ouly in
the Senate provoked a long debate.
The pending question was Senator
Magldid’s motion to reconsider the
action of the Senate whereby the unu-
favorable report of the committee was
adopted, rejectine the measuse. Fie-
ally, however, the motion to reconsid-
er was killed by a very decided vote—
21 to 12. So the plan to deprive
Charleston of one of its Senator was
again defeated. :

The joint reselution proposing to

. awend the Constitation by providing

_+" for the election of a State superintend-

‘ ent cf education by the General As-
. sembly, and the appointment of cohnty
school commissioners by the Governor,
failed on its final reading for want of
a two-thirds vote. There was no de-
bate and the defeat of the measure was
somewhat a sarprise.

The Senate committee on tke peni-
tentiary reported favorably, with an
amendment reducing the appropria-
tion from $20,000 to $15,000, Senator
Wallace’s bill to centinue the work on
the Columbia Canal, The committee
maintains its proportion of members
favorable to the canal. The bill of
Senstor Moore, of Anderson, appro-
priating $5,000 to unite the uew canal
with the old was reported without
recommendatioun, becanse the Senator
wa3 not present at the wmeeting.

‘Lhe bill to limit legislation of a pri-
vate character caused s lony debate.
Sepator Talbert moved to strike ont
the enacting clause. Lost without &
divisicn. Senator Smith wanted it
indefinitely postponed. Finally the
bill was greatlv amended, and then
passeq to its third reading by s vete of
16 to 14

The bill providing stenographers for
for the Fifth and Sixth circaits was
weighted with an unfavorable re-
porc from the special committee
of Senators from the countics interest-
ed. Senator Patterson moved to table
the report. Lost--13to 17. The re-
port of the commitiee was then adopt-
ed. Senator Wingard moved to recon-
sider the vote and table the motion to
reconsider. Senator Smythe moved to
make this motion the special order for
Friday at1p. m. Senator Wallace
moved to table this motion. Lost—13
to 18. Then Senator Suythe’s motion

The House bill to compel emigration
agents to pav & license of $500 failed of
passage by a vote of 12 to 17.

The College pay toition bill and the
biil to abolish the railroad commission
were mnade special orders for 1 o'clock

of public highways to cut down all
dead timber within reach of said high-
ways was killed by a vote of 24 to 7.
The following concnrrent resolatien,
offered by Senator Moore, of Ander-
som, was agreed to without a division:
1. That all bills, petitions and pre-
sentments of grand juries now pend-
ing before the Senate and Hounse of
Representatives for and against the
eranting of license to retail liquors and
intoxicating drinks be referred to the
joint judiciary comuinittees of the Sen-
ate and House of Representaiives for
their consideration, and that said com-
mittees duly consider the same and re-
port by bill or otherwise, as they may
think best.

2. That said joint commiltee take
into consideration the propriety of a
uniform law upon the subject of license
orno license in the State of South
Caroling, and that they report by bill
or otherwise, as may be thought prop-
er, to the end that the law in the State
may be made uniform on the sabject
of license to retail liguors and intoxi-
cating drinks in this State.”

The following bills, among others,
received their second reading: To
require the commissionocrs of Horry
county to maintain a fence between
Horry and Georgetown to incorporate
the Original Free Will Baptist Church;
to incerporate the Wilmington, Chad-
bourn and Conwa_vR::ilroaa; to change
the time of holding the summer Ses-
sions term in Barnwell county: to
incorporate the Chester, Greenwood
and Abbeville Railroad; to allow the
sale of home-inade wine in Barnwell
county; to incorporate the Summer-
ville Street Railway and Hotel Com-
pany; to incorporate the Blackville and
Alston Road Company; to amend the
charter of Mouut Pleasant; toincorpo-
rate the Cheraw and Camden Short
Line Railroad; to prohibit the catching
of terrapins between April 1 and June
o0; to amend thi Juw relating to apoth-
ecaries. This bill opens the doorto
those who have served five yearsina
drog store. It was unfavorably re-
ported by the judiciary committee in
the interest of public health, but went
through on a vote of 20 to 10. All of
these bills have since received their
final rexding in the Senate.

The bill to utilize the labor of jail
and snd manicipal convicts, and (o
empower the courts and municipal
anthorities to impose the punishment
of labor within their respective juris-
dictions, caused some debate in the
Senate, but it was finally passed, with
amendments limiting its application to
couvicts seutenced for a period not
exceeding sixty days, and providing
that it shall not apply to penitenitiary
convicts.

The joint resolution to amend the
Constitution, respecting the Superin-
tendent of Education and the School
Commissioners, was finally lost iu the
Senate. The vote stood 14 ayes to 19
noes.

The bill to repeal the Act prohibit-
ing the leasing out of convicts cansed
a long debate in the House. It was
urged by the friends of the bill that
unless the present Jaw be repealed, it
would cost the State $100,000 a year tv
mainiain the penitentiary. After a
long discnssion the motion to strike
out the enacting clause was tabled—
veas 86, nays 16. After two hoors’
discussion the bill was passed, with an
ameudment providing that any con-
tractor violating the laws for the pro
tection of convicts shall be deemed
guilty of a misdemeanor, and that in
all such prosecutions any cenvict who
has been ill-treated shall be cousidered
a competent witness for the State.

The next bill taken up was that
requiring the agricultural bureau and
the directors of Lthe penitentiary to pay
into the State treasury all moneys col-
lected by them, and to draw no moneys
without ar appropriaticn. Therk was
considerable discussion, duaring which
it was brought ont that while no im-
putation was intended upon the officers
in question it was an abnormal state
of uffairs that so largea sum of mnoney,
about $150,000, shonld be disbursed
without legislaiive supervision and
control. It was urged on the other
hand by the agricnlturists that the bill
would be a death blow to the burean
of agriculture. The motion to strike
out the enacting words was over-
whelmingly defeated, and the bill
passed to its third reading. =

Some time was consumed in dis-
cassing Dr. Pope’s bill to cut down
Iawyers’ fees. One prominent lawyer
attempted to amend it, but Dr. Pope,
remembering hew the lawyers amend-
ed the same bill ot of existence last
year, refused all amendments, and
trinmphantly carried his bill through,
all the lawvers voting with him.

The bill to provide pensions for Con-
tederate soldiers, which only provides
for the appointment of pension agents,
was killed, the three one-armed Con-
federate soldiers in the House, Messrs.
Haskell, Smith, of Spartanburg, and
Brawley, opposing it. On motion of
Mr. Brawlev, however, a substitute
was passed directing the comptroller-
general of the State to report to the
mext Legislature the names of all citi-
zens who are Cisabled from eazrning a
living by reason of wounds received
in the late war.

Mr. Davie’s constitutional amend-
ment prohibiting county or city aid to
railrouds came to grief in the House
on its final reading. The bill had been
beld on the Sepeaker’s table for sev-
erai days awaiting a full House. It
failed to get the necessary two-thirds
vote, 83, the vote standing 54 yeas, 50
nays.

Mr. Haskell's constitutional amend-
ment, (Article 9, Section 14,) in refer-
ence to the denominations and dura-
tion of State bonds, was, on the con-
trary, passed and sent to the Senate by
a vote of 101 veas to 5 nays.

Oun the 10th inst. there was quite &
debate in the House on the bill intro-
duced by Mr. Witherspoon, of York,
to repeal Sections 2,397-2,40%¢ inclu-
sive, of the General Statutes relating
to the lien law. The bill was about to
be passed withcut discussion when
Col. Haskell moved to strike out the
enacting words. Mr. Witherspoon
thereepon took the floor and delivered
a lengthy and elaborate speech in favor
of the bill,

Mr. Davie, of Chester, spoke briefly
against the repeul avd Mr. J. R, Mas-
sey, of Lancastcr, replied. The pre-
vions question was called which lim-
ited the discussion to one hour.

Mr. Simonton, disclaiming any in-
tention of taking part in the discussion
asked the friends of the bill if they had
taken into consideration the fact that
the House had a day or two ago passed
a bill giving to the landlord a lien for

rent aud supplies. He wanted toknow
whether the passage of thiz Act would
repeal that bill. Mr. Donaldson, of
(Greenville, following with a speech in
fuvorofthebill. Eive-minute speeches
followed from Mr. Haskell agaiust the
bill and from Messrs. W. B. Wilson, |
Jr., of York, Jones, of Edgefield, |
Rucker, of Anderson, and Mclver, of
Darlington.

The motion to kill the bill was lost—
veas 43, nays 70—and the bill passed
to its third reading.

The bill to provide for an clection
in Anderson county, on the subject of
license or no-license, came np in the
House on Thursday, asa special order.
Almost the entire day was consumed
in its disenssion. Finally, 2 notion to
postpone the bill indefinitely was
adopted by a vote of 36 to 54 Next
day a motion to reconsider this vote
was lost—thas finally killing the Dbill.

The bill to repeal the lien law, the
bill to rerulate the fees and costs of
attornevs in  reference cases, (Dr.
Pope,) and the bill to repeal the Act
which prevents the hiring out ot con-
viets were read the third time and sent
to the Seunate.

Representative  Femphili's bill to
abolish free tnition in the South Carvo-
lina Cullege was postponed till last
Monday. Mr. [emphill =ays he has
canvassed the matter pretty thoroughe
Iy and his opinion is that it may pass
both Honses if itsadvocates will bestir
themselves and putin good work. On
the other hand, the opponents of the
measure express absolute confidence
in their ability to defeat it.

-The bill to abolizh the office of Sup-
ervisor of Registration and place his
duties upon the Aunditor was produe-
tive of some discussion and was finally

rejected.

The bill to amend the militia laws
caused a spirited little debate and was
finally killed by a vote of 80 to 27.
This bill sought to withdraw from
the militia the four dollars per capila
now given by the State.

The joint resolution vroposing to
amend the State Constitution, ko that
Charleston county shall be deprived of
one Senater, was taken up out of its
regular order by unanimous consent of
the Honse. AMr. Stanyarne Wilson
made a twenty minutes’ speech in sup-
port of the resolution, and Mr. Haskell
made a four minutes’ speech against.
The veas and nays were called and
this was the result: yeas 37, nays (4.

Company ; bill to provide for the tak-
ing of the census; bill o regulate the
nuwber and appeintment of trial jus-
tices in Fairfield county; bill to re-
quire the agricultural burean 2ud pen-
itentiary board to pay into the State
treasury monevs collected by them:
bill to authorize the town couneil of
Winnsboro to issne bonds for rebuild-
ing Mount Zion College; bill to zllow
defendants in criminal cases to exam-
ine nen-resident witnesses by commis-

sion. ;

The Army and the Mormons.

The war department has recently
received such reports from the officials
in Utah, regarding the very unsettled
condition of affairs in the territory
growing out of the enforcement of the
laws ugaiust polvgamy, as to cause
some uneasiness but no alarm. The
recent shooting of a Mormon by a
United States marshal created a great
deal of excltement among the Mormons
and some apprehension was felt at
Salt Lake that there would be an up-
risine among them. A battery of
artillery was recently ordered from
Omahea to Fort Douglass, which is
sitnated a few miles from Salt Lake
City. This movement, however, was
not particularly on account of auy fear
of a Mormon rebellion, but had been
in contemplation for some time. The
force now at Fort Douglass consists of

of artillery, and is under command of
Gen. McCook. In the event of trouble
in Utah all the troops in the depart-
ment of the Platte, consisting of about
3,000 men, could be concentrated at
Fort Douglaes in 2 very few hours.
XNo serious trouble, however, is appre-
hended by army officials.

William H. Vaurderbiit dropped dead |
at his home on Fiith avenue, New
York on the afternvon of the Sl inst., |
of paralysis of the brain.  Ie was in.
the morning, and up to iwo oelock in !
the afternoon, apparently in pertect
health aud spirits. Between one and |
two o'cloek, loberi Garrett, President |
of the Baltimore and Ofnio Railread |
Company, called to confer with Mr. |
Vanderbilt, and remaingd o considera- |
bie time.  While Vanderbilt w:
ing, Gurrett sut ona soln und
the millionaive, who leaned forward in |
hiz arm ehair, as was his habit when |
thoroughly intere~ted. The President |
of the Baltimore asud ©Ohio Railroad
Company was suddenly inade aware of
g slight indistinctness in Vanderbilt's
gpeech, that grew into an inartienlute
sound. As Garrett leaned over to
cateh his words, Vanderbilt pitched |
forward without word or wirning, |
and fell heavily to the flvor on his race.
Garrett sprang to his feet with an ex-
clamation of alarm, and seizing =
pillow trom the sofa, laid it uuder his|
friend’s head, then summoned Mrs. |
Vanderbilt and George, the voungest |

son. Messengers were sent for physi-
cians. One Ifrom the neighborhood

responded first, and was followed al-
most immediately by the funily doctor,
Jas. W. McLean. Such simple re-
storatives us were at hand had been
hurriedly npplied, bat human aid was
unseless.  Vanderbilt never spoke or
moved after be foll, and died in a few
minutes, withont a stragrle. To all
intents and purposes e was dewd the
fustant he fell torward on the floor.
Dr. McLean pronoonced his death the
result of a sudden stroke of paraly-is,
dae to the bursting of a large blood
vessel at the base of the brain, and
stated thal his death was painle
was sudden. The decior knew
patien: most intitnately, 2ud prowp Iy
cerfified to the cause of the death to
avoidfthe uunecessary formality ¢f a
coroner’s inquest aud au antopsy.

The funeral took place on Iriday at
10 o’clock, 1rom St. Bartholomew’s
chiarch, at Madison avenne nud Forty-
fourth street, of which tie Rev. Di.
Cook is pastor. Vanderbilt wuas a
vestryman in the chureh, to the con-
struction of which he coutributed
largely. The sexton of the chnreh
was charged with the funeral arrangze-
ments. At Vanderbiis own desire
be was inferred in the fumily muanso-
lanm in Moravian Cemetery ai New-
dorp, Staten Island, which has just
been completed. It was one ol the
last acts of his life to turn over by
deed, for one dollar in hand paid of
eood and lawtul woney, all the cld
farin properiy of the famiiy on Staten
Islund, to his vounger son, George,
to do with as he desived, and £ this
purpose the father and son et over
to the island tegether Setmrday ast,
incidentally inspecting thejust complet-
ed meausolenm.
